It is false economy, penny-wise and pound foolish, to refrain from the 
necessary expenditure for good roads and then, as individual eftizens and tax- 
payers, pay out many times the amount in loss of valuable time, huge bills 
for repairs to expensive cars, and enormous waste in the use of gasoline and 


oil, all of which is the inevitable result of bad roads.

Conference 


Some of the Crossfield boys attended 
the conference held in Calgary last week, 
for Mentors and older boys of Tuxis age; 
and were greatly impressed with the great 
importance of the work, and are now 
very determined to do their part, and to 
make the Crossfield Tuxis Square, —eome- 
thing that Croesfield may be proud of in 
the very near future, 

The boys were made very welcome in 
Calgary-and besides receiving instruction 
and inepiration, they were aleo enter- 
tained in a very enjoyable manner by 
the leaders in Calgary of thie great Tuxie 
program. 

‘*The Quest for the Best ’’ — their 
motto—was spoken of by Mr. Glen Rae, 
who very truly cleims that all boys are 
naturally religious; but often, boys are 
very reticent about acknowledging to 
others their religious tendencies. 

Mr. Rae spoke with the object of in- 
ducing the different squares, thie winter 
to pay more attention to the devotional 
side of boy nature, 80 that the naturally 
religious element will not be drowned ar 
they grow older, and have to buffett with 
the world. The speaker gave an illustr- 
ation of a great natural leader of men, 
who was-mayor for a number of years, 
ot one of our largest citiee—but under his 
regime the city became the vilest and 
filthiest in the country. He pointed out 
that if this ‘‘ nutural born leader’’ had 
been trained in his boyhood to use his 
abilities for the ‘‘ right’’—what a trem- 
endone power for good he might have 
been to his city and perhaps to the whole 
world. 

The Rev. Edward 8. Bisnop spoke on 
‘‘ The Challenge to Leadership’’ Chall- 
enging the boys.to do things that are 
sometimes foolish and ¢all for no real 
bravery, yet often bring trouble and dis- 
aster upon themselves, but boys as a rule 
will do these things, rather than becall- 
a coward:- but when dared to stand up 
for the right - and prove to the world, 
that they haye minds, and will and de- 
termination of their own; how often they 


fall down, because they fear to be called 
foolisl or sentimeutol. It is never foolish 
or sentimental to dare to do right. Those 
are the boye whose lives become of great 
value to the whole world. Mr. Bishop 
spoke of three kinds of boys:- first, "The 
lazy boy’ - who always looke for the easy 
job; with short hours, and big pay; but 
seldom gets what he wants; because he ie 
too lackadaisical to go after what he 
wants. ‘The selfish boy’ who bas the en- 
ergy‘and determination to ge after what 
he wants, but has no regard for ethers; 
and anything or anybody that. comes in 
his way must be crushed and destroyed 
so that he may get the best for himeelf, 
sometimes it may bring him a great dea) 
of wealth :- but it can bring him neither 
happiness, or true friendship. Then Mr. 
Bishop spoke of the boy whose ‘‘*Quest is 
for the Best’’. He is willing to satrifice 
self for the benefit of others, and always 
loves to be of service to all, His mind, 
body, and aoul are clean and healthy, 
and he is happiest when having done his 
day’s work, he feels that he has done 
something to make the world a brighter 
place to live in, not only for hisnets but 
for all. 

The boys were greatly sisecaaeal by 
the wonderful closing ceremony in St 
Paul’s Presbyterian church, on Sunday 
evening:- when Mr. Bishop again ad- 
dressed the congregation on ‘‘Backing 
the boys’’ - in the ‘‘Quest for the Beet’’. 
If every person in the Province subscrided 


only one cent to this great cause-enough - 


money would be raised to pay expenses 
of carrying on;- but even more than 
money - is needed - the. encouragement 
and sympathy of older people who will 
help to bring ont the good that is the 
natural state of a good healthy boy. 

The service closed with the whole con- 
gregation joining hands and singing 
““Blest be the tie that binds’’ after which ~ 
in silent prayer, each individual wasask- 
ed to pray, for the one on theirfright, and 
the oneon their left.

Will Not Be 'the~ First Time In 
'. History 


When the allies do get to Berlin— 
if the Germans, wiser in their gener- 
ation than hitherto, do not accept 
their terms beforehand—this will not 
be the first time in history that Brit- 
ish soldiers have inspired terror into 
the minds of the inhabitants of that 
capital. For it is recorded that in 
1620, or thereabouts, a little Anglo- 
Scottish host of some 5,000 men— 
sent by James I., under Sir Andrew 
Grey, to the assistance of the king’s! 
son-in-law, the “Winter King” of Bo- 
hemia—encamped for some time on 
its march thither on the Temple of 
Common outside the city (where the 
kaiser. reviews are now held); though 
contrary to popular expectation, be- 
ing more mildly mannered than the 
Germans they made no attempt ~to 
sack the city, but resumed _ their 
march after due refreshment and re- 
fitting. On the other hand, if and 
when the allies enter Berlin, they, 
will havé to pass the statue of ‘that 
“ever-valiant and approved Scott,” 
Marshal Keith, which adorns one of 
the principal squares; and at sight of 
his native “Gordons” at the head. 
perhaps, of the British contingent 
marching -past him to the tune of “I 
wish I were where Gadie ring,” the 
old field marshal—who fell in saving 
from annihilation the Prussian army 
of Frederick, at Hochkirch—will be 
tempted to return their salute by a 
motion of his head like the statue of 
the murdered governor in "Don 
Juan.”

HOW GERMANS COMPEL THEIR 
CAPTIVES T0 WORK BEHIND LINES 


STORY TOLD BY FORMER BRITISH PRISONER OF WAR 


Not Being In Registered Camps, None Of Their Cards Were 
Answered and They Did Not Receive Parcels — Food and 
Accommodation Were Bad and Guards Very Brutal 


captured, unwounded, by the Ger- 
mans on April 5, 1918, just north 
of Albert, and for the first two 
days *he was employed as a stretcher 
bearer, According to his story, on 
April-7 he was.taken to Etrecourt 
and placed in a cage with 150 other 
British prisoners. They worked at 
road making and were fairly well 
treated except for the food, which 
was very bad. The prisoners were 
allowed to write one postcard home, 
and were told to give Limburg as 
their address. In every case the 
prisoners’ gas mask were taken from 
them, 

The informant remained at Etre- 
court for about a month, after which 
he was transferred to Le Quintenoi, 
which is a large distributing center. 
There was about 1,300 prisoners, 
French and British, at that place. 
They were paraded daily for registra- 
tion, The billets, sleeping aceéommo- 
dation and food were very bad. On 
May 11 the prisoners were sent up 
behind the line in parties, and the 
informant went to Marchelepot, sev- 


The stories which have been fur- 
nished by British and French prison- 
ers escaping from German prisoners 
of war camps have shown, with 
scarcely an exception that a syste- 
matic form of brutality has eén 
practiced upon them by their gaol- 
ers. The majority of these —men, 
however, had been placed in recog- 
nized, and. therefore registered 
camps, from which it was possible 
for the prisoners to communicate 
with their relatives, and to which par- 
cels of food, clothing, letters and so 
forth, could be sent with a reasonable 
hope of their reaching the prisoner, 
The story which is appended, how- 
ever, has an added interest from the 
fact that it is furnished by a former 
British prisoner of wat who was 
made to work behind the German 
lines. The hardships and depriva- 
tions which he and his fellows en- 
dured were of the most . poignant 
kind. Thus their lot perhaps was far 
worse than that of the men sent to 
Germany to registered camps.

The subject of retribution for the 
crimes and the devastation perpetrat- 
ed by Germany on occupied territor- 
ies is very much in men’s minds just 
now, as was shown by a resolution 
proposed in the French senate ioe 
ing the government to insist on re: 


'paration tor violations of internation- 


al law. 


M. Pichon, mijister for foreign af- 
fairs, indorsed the resolution. He 
welcomed the senate’s expression of 
opinion as supporting fhe gdvern- 
ment’s effort to obtain such satisfac- 
tion as the events would justify, The 
government had already notified Ger- 
many “that she would be held fully 
responsible for the crimes she had 
committed or might still commit, In- 
exorable retribution awaited her, said 
M. Pichon, and the attitude of _ the 
government and senate is that of the 
whole of the French people, to whom 
the formula, town for town, mean- 
ing for every French town destroy- 
ed reparation must be: sought; and 
obtained in German towns, is to them 
far more a demand of justice than a 
quéstion of whether the Hohenzol- 
lerns or Independent Socialists shall 
reign in Berlin. . 


Le Temps, in an article, entitled 
“Justice,” demands that the plea of 
obeying orders shall not be allowed 
to stand between German | officers 
and just retribution. It says that. to 
rifle and burn a house, to drive into 


the we ge country whole people. de- 
prived of everything they possess, to 
treat prisoners in the terrible... way 
shown in the Younger inquir and 
to torpedo lifeboats in whic are 
huddled scores of passengers, are 


crimes the responsibility for which 
must lie just as much on the men

reparation, evidently considering 
that the temper of the French peo- 
ple is such as to need guidance on 
the nature of reprisals, They must 
consist of appropriations, he says, 
not destrictions, Only thus will our 
ruins be repaired. For our soldiers 
to destroy would be but a shortlived 
and savage joy; from every point of 
view it is better to take back our 
property when found and to put. to 
our own use enemy’s property until 
all damage they have caused us had 
been made good, It must not be 
forgotten that Germany is.our cred- 
itor. . 

Finally M. Gauvain strikes the 
same note as Le Temps, when he 
remarks this *does not in any way 
prevent the enforcement of just pen- 
alties on the perpetrators and insti- 
gators of crimes, 
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According To Statistics [vest evr | Final Decision Reached 
Improvement Is Shown 


As To Employment 


—_ 


Ottawa.—The employment situation 
in Canada registers an improvement. 
Returns of the employment service, 
Department of Labor, show that for 
the two-week period ending Septem 
ber 10, the volume of employment re- 


ported by employers showed expan- 
sion, the index number standing at 
89.6 as compared with 88.7 in the pre- 
ceding fortnight. Since the begin- 
ning of April, in fact, employment has 
shown a slightly upward tendency, al- 
though in volume it still continues on 


the mid-winter level. 


For the two weeks ended September 
10 returns were tabulated from 5,240 
firms with an aggregate payroll of 
some 669,201 persons. For the two 
weeks ended August 27 identical firms 
reported 660,274 employees, the differ- 
ence representing an increase of staff 
of over 8,900 workers or a little less 
than 1 1-2 per cent. 


Sixteen industrial groups registered 
expansions in payrolls as compared 
with the preceding fortnight, amount- 
ing altogether to nearly 11,000 per- 
sons. On the other hand, there were 
recessions in 15 groups aggregating 
over 2,600 workers. The most im- 
portant factor in the net increase was 
the re-opening in railway car shops 
folowing a temporary shutdown. 
Without this recovery, however, em- 
ployment would still have shown an 
upward tendency as compared with 
the preceding fortnight. 


Prize For Airship Mooring Mast. 

London.—-In regard to the lengthy 
discussions at the recent imperial con- 
ference in regard to the development 
of airships, it is interesting to note 
that the Royal Institution of British 
Architects has~ decided to award the 
Grissel prize this year for the best de- 
sign of a mooring mast. The air 
ministry has exhibited much interest 
in the competition and has offered to 
nominate an expert to assist the prize 
committee.

The absolute lack of proper main 
tenance of the highways is the curse 
of the present 
control.

system of municipal 
Until such time as. suffi- 
public interest can be aroused 


to secure the adoption of a more cen-’ 


tralized system of control, just so 
long will the taxpayers money be 
prodigally scattered in patchwork 


roads and maintenance. 
The Brandon. and District Good 
Roads competition provided, those 


who were acting as judges, an excel- 
lent opportunity of securing a first 
class object lesson as to improper 
construction and maintenance. On 
many of the main routes where large 
sums of money have been. expended 
on construction, the value of the 
work has been partially lost by the 
lack of maintenance. This was es- 
pecially noticeable five miles west of 
Brandon to the village of Kemnay. 
This stretch of road is full of deep 
ruts and pot holes. Unless given 
immediate attention the road will 
soon be in such a condition that re- 
grading will be the only means to re- 
store its usefulness as a transporta- 
tion artery. 

Wallace. municipality is still the 
banner municipality as far as good 
roads are concerned, but even on its 
excellent gravel roads the want of 
proper supervision of the mainten- 
ance work is becoming apparent 
through the narrowing of the grades 
by, the encroachment of weeds. and 
grass. The dragmen have been sat- 
isfied to keep the centre ten to 
twelve feet in’ good shape and have 
therefore lost some six feet of good 
road which was originally there 
when the first construction work 
was finished. ' 

The municipality of Sifton is mak- 
ing very good progress on the im- 
provement of its roads and will un- 
doubtedly carry off the premier hon- 
ors in the Brandon and district com, 
petition. 

In the earth roads class a special 
exaluple of work was found in the 
municipality of Woodworth. Special 
praise is undoubtedly due to the con- 
testant who has had charge of this 
two mile stretch, as, not only was 
the surface of the road kept in splen- 
did condition for its full width, but 
the sides were also well trimmed 
and free from weeds, high grass and 
rubbish. An added touch of neat- 
ness was given by the whitewashing 
of the culvert walk, This latter fea- 
ture was noticeable on practically all 
the prize winning stretches. 

Oakland municipality showed well 
in the awards with a very fine 
stretch of earth road close to the 
town of Wawanes@ and a stretch of 
gravel on the Brandon-Carroll road. 
The latter stretch was only gravelled 
last July but has been consistently 
dragged and put in excellent shape 
by the contesting dragman. 

A final consideration of the tour 
of the district, undoubtedly imppress- 
ed the judges with the necessity of 
some improvement in the system of 
construction and maintenance in or- 
der to provide some means of secur- 
ing a continuous system of high- 
ways in place of the pacthwork sys- 
tem which prevails under tne pres- 
ent system of municipal control. 

In the opinion of the writer, this 
can only be secured by Government 
control of at least the main trunk 
highways of the Province. Such a 
system would provide a basic system 
of highways covering the Province in 
all directions and would then become 
not only main transportation arter- 


ies, but would also provide a real 
object lesson in road construction 
for the municipalities when con- 
structing their market or feeder 
roads to connect with the main 
routes. e 

Government control of the main 


highways would also tend to econ- 
omy in construction cost as with 
centralized control, the: planning of 
the work and the actual construction 
can be carried on in such a manner 
as to make it possible for the con- 
tractors to bid on long continuous 
stretches instead of scattered sec- 
tions which entail a very large out-

A statement issued by the League 
Says that, confronted by the extreme 
difficulty of conciliating the economic 
elements of the question, the Council 
first of all charged a committee, com- 
posed of Belgian, Brazilian, Chinese 
| and Spanish delegates, ‘with the study 
of the problem. ‘The committee 
reached the conclusion that a frontier 
drawn either in accordance with the 
plebiscite or the economic conditions 
without other stipulations, was bound 
to have unfortunate results. 

The committee accordingly recom- 
mended a new frontier, together with 
& guarantee against the dislocation 
of. existing economic conditions ex- 
tending over a period long enough 
to permit the region to adapt itself as 
completely and effectively as possible 
The 

committee also requested “experts to 
study geweral measures, the applica- 
tion of which would assure contin- 
uity of the economic life of Upper 
| Silesia and reduce to a minimum the 
| difficulties during the period of 
change. 

The economic stipulations formulat- 
ed by the experts provide for the ap- 
plication over a fixed period, in sonie 
cases extending to 13 years, of a 
series of arrangements. respecting 
railways and water and electric sup- 
plies, as well as the suppression of 
custom duties on numerous articles, 
including wine atid ,coal, and the 
maintenance of the German mark as

Hence dissat- 
isfaction, and the question was pre- 
senied ‘why shouldn't the Govern- 
ment posts be given to us rather 
than to the people brought out fron? 
Britain We want a Government 
of our own we may get the 
posts.’ 

“Another mistake,” said the rever- 
end genileman, ‘was in the shutting 
out of the Bible from the schools, A 
very wise old Mohammedan gentie- 
man, forty years ago, said to me: “The 
Governinent is making a great mis- 
take in shutting out religion from ite 
schools and colleges and it will have 
trouble in consequence. It is sharn- 
ening and developing the . intellect 
without training the conscience. It 
will have large pumbers of clever*}>ut 
unscrupulous men on its hands.’ 

“His words,” said Dr. Fraser-Camp- 
bell, being — strikingly 
fied. These ore the men who are now 
spreading sedition and very possibl; 
they have beon used and supplies 
with funds by Germans and other 
enemies of the Empire in Europe.” 

“Another cause of  anti-British 
feling-—I say anti-English, because it 
is directed more against the English- 
man than against the Scotsman or 
Irishman—is_ the rudeness of some 
English people to the natives. In 
some cases this is not intentional, 
but is due only to the rougher, more 
brusque manner of the modern Eng- 
lishman as distinguished from the 
‘very courteous and polite manners 
of the old style English gentleman. 
The Indian is himself apt to be punc- 
tiliously polite and expects other 
people to be the same to him. Un- 

. happily, in some cases, there has not 
been merely brusqueness of manner 
but positive contemptuous rudeness 
io natives, or ‘niggers,’ as some 
who think themselves gentlemen of- 
vensively call men who are much 
more gentlemanly than themselves. 
This has entered deep into the soul 
of many educated men. 

“Still another cause has been the 

ireatment of Indians by white men 
in Africa. It was there that Ghandi 
began his campaign. Ghandi has be- 
come the leader of the opposition to 
the government of India. 
* “Canada has also its share of re- 
sponsibility for this disloyal spirit. 
Many of those who have come from 
India to British Columbia in past 
years have been Sikhs, who used to 
be among the most loyal of Indian 
peoples. Not a few of them were old 
soldiers, wearing their medals. In- 
stead of being surrounded by Chris- 
ian Jove and evangelized they were 
antagonized. They were not allowed 
to bring their wives. They found 
themselves less favorably treated 
than aliens and possible enemies of 
the British Empire, and they were 
embittered. They said others are 
more favorably treated because they 
have their own governments at their 
backs,. We must gét our own gov- 
ernment that will back us up. The 
British Government makes much -of 
us when it watts us to fight, but when 
we come to this part of the Empire 
we find that we are not wanted.” 

Dr, Fraser-Campbeli was asked how 
great the danger was which might lie 
behind the spreading of the unrest. 
He asserted, in answer, that there was 
danger to the Empire and to the civil- 
tved world if the racial bitterness

rolling stock, all specially designed to 
reach the desired goal—‘Maximum 
protection to Life and Property.” 

The greatest and most costly im- 
provements have undoubtedly been 
carried out in connection with the 
permanent way and signalling sys- 
tems. Steel rails of constantly in- 
creasing weight have superseded 
light iron ones; split switches have 
banished the old stub switch; elabor- 
ate interlocking devices are“installed 
at all points where railways cross at 
grade.

Figures Show Great Argumént 
Favor of Disarmament. 

The Detroit Journal declares that 
before the war the average family of 
five paid in the United States about 
$33 per capita for the cost of Govern- 
ment. This meant $165 a year; the 
cost is now $214 a year. In Great 
Britain the cost per family has jump- 
ed from $123 to $633; and in Italy 
from $71 to $643. The ratio of in- 
crease in national debts in these four 
countries has been nearly 1,000 per 
cent.; 4n mitary expenditures it has 
been about 350 per cent., and for 
other governmental expenses over 700 
per cent. These figures show very 
clearly the pressing need for economy 
in expenditure and for increase of out- 
put; and they are a potent argument 
for the disarmament of the nation.— 
Christian Guardian.

tral Alberta is the conclusion arrived 
at by W. P. Huff, a prominent dairy 
farmer two miles west of Edmonton, 
who has thoroughly tested the merits 
of the crop for the past two years on 
an extensive scale. Mr. Huff has just 
finished cutting and ensiling a twenty- 
seven acre crop of sunflowers, and so 
satisfactory have been his results that 
he is planning to grow sixty acres of 
sunflowers next year. Last year from 
twenty-seven, acres he harvested 
enough sunflowers to fill a silo twenty 
by forty, which he fed to his herd of 
some seventy head of dairy cattle 
with splendid results, and from his 
experience says that as a feed for 
dairy cattle sunflowers would be hard 
to equal. 

From the twenty-seven acres of sun- 
flowers seeded during the last part of 
April and the first week in May, a 
yield of twenty tons per acre was har- 
vested. This yield’is not as high as 
was obtained in some other parts of 


the Province, but this season this year } 


was very unfavorable and under ordin- 
ary conditions the crop would have 
yielded from twenty-five to thirty tons 
per acre. 
well requires moisture and lots of it, 
and this year during the month of 
June with practicallly no rain made 
very little growth. Some of the 
stalks even wilted, however, with suf- 
ficient rain the half of the growing 
season the crop recovered rapidly and 
gave satisfactory yields. 

From his experience with the crop, 
Mr. Huff has found that under con- 
ditions existing in this pari of the 
Province, the crop shoul? be seeded 
as early in the spring as possible. 
This year Mr. Huff seceded twenty- 
Seven acres early- avd also seeded 
eight acres June Ist. The crop that 
was seeded June ist, way badly froz- 
en and was a total loss. When ihe 
crop that was seeded during the last 
part of April and the first week in 
May-was from five to six inches high, 
it was’ subjected to a frost of. four- 
teen degrees with the result that it 
was temporarily set back and stool- 
ed out more than it otherwise would 
have done. It had no effect on the 
yield as none of the planis were kill- 
ed out, and on the other hand the 
stooling may have increased the yield 
somewhat. The crop that was seed- 
ed June ist, only grew to be about 
three and a half féet high and was 
kuled by eighteen degrees of frost for 
two nights on September 16th and 
17th. The crop that was seeded

Changes in the Postal Service

The following changes consequent 
on the Postal Convention adopted 
by the Universal Postal Union Con- 
gress held at Madrid last year, will to execute 
come into effect on October 1st 1921. e 

Postage on letters to Great Britain 
and all parts of the British Empire 
outside of Canada will be four cents, 

Postage on letters to foreign coun- 
tries outside the Empire, the United 
States and Mexico will be ten cents, 

There will be no change on letters 
to the States and Mexico, postage 
remaining at three cents. 

The fee for an acknowledgement 
of receipt of a registered article ad- 
dressed to any place whether with- 
in or outside of Canada wil! be ten 
cents, instead of five cents as here- 
tofore. ; 

On and after October ist, 1921, 
insurance will take the place of reg- 
istration on parcels posted for de- 
livery in Canada.
